SUCCESS VS. FAILURE 
4‘Lullaby of Broadway*’ 
To Be Shown at Grand 


There is a supreme impudence in the criticisms made by 
General Marshall about General MacArthur which should make 
the cynics laugh and the angels weep. 
Here is colossal failure poking pins at outstanding success. 
No matter what otherwise one may think of General Mac­ 
Arthur, of one point there is universal agreement— he has been 
one of the most successful generals and military statesmen in 
American history. 
The two pillars of our defenses in the f ar Last are his 
handiwork. He is the man who built the two defensive bastions 
upon which all our Pacific future rests— Japan and the Philip­ 
pines. 
In all our present muddled situation, 
with appeasers in 
every key spot of our national government, General MacArthur 
is the one leader who, having becom e embroiled in a war which 
his own policies would have avoided, wants to do something 
about it beyond feeding our soldiers into a slaughter house— 
wants to courageously carry the fighting to the enemy, using in 
the process those who for twenty years we have been calling our 
friends, the Chinese Nationalists. 
MacArthur’s proposals are unanswerable. In the long run 
this country will not tolerate any major deviation from the pro 
gram he has outlined. The parents and wives of this nation will 
not consent to a permanent cancerous war in Korea, siphoning 
away blood and resources. I he I ruman Administration does not 
dare try to keep its present policy, regardless of what it may say 
for political purposes. Force of public sentiment, force of eco­ 
nomic and military factors, mere commonsense, will compel our 
government to advance or retreat— retreat by surrendering to 
the Reds, or advance by substantially the steps recommended by 
MacArthur. 
General Marshall knows this— he is far too brilliant a man 
not to recognize the inevitable squeeze closing down upon Presi­ 
dent Truman and the Pantagon. 
He knows too that when the brasshats and the White I louse 
decide to adopt the MacArthur program, they will do surrep­ 
titiously. General MacArthur will get no credit for the sugges­ 
tions, any more than former President Hoover is receiving credit 
for the profound modifications which his addresses last winter 
com pelled in our European program. 
Meanwhile, it is politically necessary for President I ruman 
that General MacArthur be destroyed, be smeared, be punished 
for daring— not so much to differ with the White I louse, but for 
being right when the President and his advisers were wrong. 
In this situation, General Marshall is the hatchetman. 
He is the tearer-downer. He it is. from his lofty position of 
public trust, who does the dirty work for the Truman politicians. 
H e it is who produces the swamp-rabbits to lead the people s 
attention away from the verities which MacArthur hammered 
home— away from recognition of the fact that MacArthur has 
now proven the point he made in his address before Congress, 
that the Chiefs of Staff did favor his recommended approach to 
to the Korean problem; that there is no statesmanship in declining 
to win a war once you are in it; that refusal of the White House 
and Pentagon to take the obvious military measures against the 
Chinese is costing American lives by the thousands; that all the 
ramified theories advanced by President Truman for his so-called 
policies boil down to shabby and cowardly appeasement. 
General Marshall warns that MacArthur* plan would lead 
lo war— when the fact is that the Marshall policies of the past 
have already thrown us into not one war, but two! 
Marshall helped shoehorn this nation into World War ll. 
helped bring us in against the will and without the realization of 
the American people. 
He sat at President Roosevelt** elbow 
throughout the long maneuvering of the "ABCD” powers in tin* 
Pacific, jockeying Japan into a war-fomenting position back in
